He said that he was a j>artner 
to EVERETT CROSBY, Manager of Bing Crosby Enterprises, in 
this particular ventui^, and that this business took him to 
New York City on several occasions. He said that on one of 
these trips, he had met a FRED CARSTEnS at the Belsiont Plaza 
Hotel, and that CARSTEnS had told hi=» that ha had an option 
to purchase Spray foil Company of Minneapolis, Hinnesota. At 
this time, CARSTENS said that he had connections in Germany 
that could manufacture this product at a dollar figure that 
would make it quite profitable to sell in the United States.
